RESOLUTION 
Import Trade Control 
New Delhi, the 21st December 1964 

No. 2/1/64-Ad.C. —It has been decided to reconstitute the existing Fort Import 
Advisory Committees at Bombay, Calcutta, Madras, and New Delhi and to set up a 
new Import Advisory Committee at Panjim (Goa). The functions of these Com¬ 
mittees will be; 

(1) To discuss procedural matters and administrative difficulties encountered 

oy the trade in relation to the working of the port offices: 

(2) To discuss the difficulties of the trade, manufacturers and consumers with 

reference to the Import Control and suggest remedial measures; 

(3) To discuss Import policy matters and to make specific suggestions for 

consideration; and, 

(4) To ensure good and harmonious relations between the Import Control 

Organisation and the trade. 

31 . The composition of the Committees will be as follow’s: — 

(a) The Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports of the port concerned 

shall be the Chairman of the respective Committee which shall com¬ 
prise of official and non-official members. The non-official members 
shall be nominated by the Government of India from amongst: 

(1) Representatives of recognised Chambers of Commerce and Trade 
Associations. 

(il) Representatives of Small Scale Industries, and, 

(iii) Representatives from any other interests which the Government may 
consider necessary. 

(b) The official members of the Committees at the different ports shall be as 

follows: 


1. AT BOMBAY 

(1) Collector of Customs, Bombay or his nominee, 

(li) Chairman, Port Trust, Bombay or his nominee. 

(Ill) Directors of Industries of the States of Madhya Pradesh & Gujrat and 
Industries Commissioner, Maharashtra State or their nominees. 
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(iv) Regional Manager, State Trading Corporation of India, Bombay or his 

nominee. 

(v) Regional Manager, Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd., 

Bombay or his nominee. 

(vi) Textile Commissioner, Bombay or his nominee. 

(vii) Joint Director (Export Promotion), Bombay. 

(viii) Regional Director, Small Industries Service Institute, Bombay or his 
nominee, and, 

(ix) Deputy Iron & Steel Controller, Bombay. 

2. AT CALCUTTA 

(i) Collector of Customs, Calcutta or his nominee. 

(ii) Chairman, Port Trust, Calcutta or his nominee. 

(ill) Directors of Industries of the States of West Bengal, Bihar, Orissa and 
Assam or their nominees. 

(iv) Regional Manager, State "Trading Corporation of India, Calcutta or his 

nominee. 

(v) Regional Manager, Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd., 

Calcutta or his nominee. 

(vi) Iron & Steel Controller, Calcutta or his nominee. 

(vii) Regional Director, Small Industries Service Institute. Calcutta or his 

nominee, and, 

(viii) Deputy Chief Controller (Export Promotion), Calcutta. 

3. AT MADRAS 

(I) Collectors of Customs at Madras 8t Cochin or their nominees. 

(ii) Collector of Central Excise, Madras or his nominee. 

(iii) Directors of Industries of the States of Madras, Andhra Pradesh, Mysore,, 

Kerala and Pondicherry or their nominees. 

(iv) Regional Manager, State Trading Corporation of India, Madras or his 

nominee. 

(v) Regional Manager, Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd- 

Madras Or his nominee. 

(vi) Directors of Handlooms, Madras & Andhra Pradesh or their nominees. 

(vii) Regional Director, Small Industries Service Institute, Madras or his 

nominee. 

(viii) Assistant Iron & Steel Controller, Madras, and, 

(ix) Deputy Chief Controller (Export Promotion), Madras. 

4. AT CENTRAL LICENSING AREA, NEW DELHI 

(i) Collector of Customs, New Delhi or his nominee. 

(ii) Development Commissioner (S.S.I), New Delhi or his nominee. 

(ill) Directors of Industries of the States of Rajasthan, Jammu & Kashmir, 
Uttar Pradesh, Himachal Pradesh, Punjab and Delhi or their nominees. 

(iv) Chairman, State Trading Corporation of India, New Delhi or his nominee. 

(v) Chairman, Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd., New 

Delhi or his nominee. 

(vi) Director General of Technical Development, New Delhi or his nominee. 

(vii) Regional Director, Small Industries Service Institute, New Delhi or his 

nominee, and, 

(viii) Assistant Iron & Steel Controller, New Delhi. 

5. AT PANJIM (GOA) 

(i) Collector of Customs & Central Excise, Goa or his nominee. 

(ii) Chairman, Port Trust, Marmagoa or his nominee. 

(iii) Director of Industries & Mines or his nominee. 

(iv) Regional Manager, Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation of India Ltd, T 

or his nominee, and, 

(v) Deputy Director, Small Scale Industries, Margao. 
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(c) The Chairmen may alsQ specially invite any other person or persons to 
represent trade or allied Interests to attend the meetings of the Com¬ 
mittees. 

III. The Chairmen shall have powers to appoint sub-committees and/or panels 
of experts to deal with special problems. 

IV. The Committees shall lay down their own rules of procedure. 

V. The Committees shall meet not less than twice a year. 

VI. The Committees are constituted for a term of two years with effect from 
the 1st January, 1965.
